DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of group 1, claims 1-14 in the non-final rejection of 11/24/04 
is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. This application contains claims 15-20 are drawn to an invention nonelected with 
traverse in Paper No. 1 1/24/04. A complete reply to the final rejection must include 
cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1 .144) See 
MPEP §821 .01. 

REJECTIONS WITHDRAWN 

3. The 35 USC 102(b) rejection of claims 1-2, 5, 7 and 1 1 as anticipated by Nishida 
(EP 0552047 A1 ) set forth in the non-final rejection of 1 1/24/04, page 4, paragraph 10 is 
withdrawn. 

REJECTIONS REPEATED 

4. The 35 USC 102(b) rejection of claims 1-4, 6-12 and 14 set forth in the non-final 
rejection of 1 1/24/04, pages 3-4, paragraphs 8-9 is repeated for the reasons of record. 
The 35 USC 103(a) rejection of claim 13 as being unpatentable over FR-2746191A1 in 
view of Litman set forth in the non-final rejection of 1 1/24/04, pages 4-5, paragraphs 1 1- 
13 is repeated for the reasons of record. 
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NEW REJECTIONS 

5. There are no new rejections. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 7/18/05 have been carefully considered but are 
deemed unpersuasive. Applicant's arguments with regards to the Nishida reference are 
moot since the rejection employing Nishida have been withdrawn. 

Applicant has argued that Litman that woven fibers can not be equated with a 
mesh carrier. However, interwoven fibers are a mesh especially since applicant has no 
further description of "mesh" in the claims, therefore the broadest reasonable 
interpretation of the term "mesh" would include woven or interwoven fibers. 

Applicant has argued that Litman does not disclose a magnetically doped ink. 
However, Litman discloses that fibers are coated with permalloy (column 19, lines 28- 
55) and permalloy is a magnetically doped ink. Kaufer (US 3613100), not used in the 
rejection but simply used to show that permalloy is a magnetic ink, discloses that 
permalloy is a magnetic ink (column 18, lines 3-10).
